^^^^LORIDA is renowned as an agricultural state, especially 
for citrus fruits and winter vegetables. In the production 
of grapefruit, celery and winter truck crops, Florida leads 
the nation. The value of Florida's farm and grove crops now 
approximates $140,000,000 annually. Yet the potentials of 
Florida's agricultural wealth have hardly been touched. Only 
one-sixth of the state's 35,000,000 acres are under cultivation 
and vast areas still await the plow and the hand of the skilled 
farmer to make them yield their riches.

planting of tung nuts which are now producing quantities 
of tung oil essential to the paint and varnish industry.

In- 
creasing numbers of manufacturing concerns have established 
plants in different parts of the state to take advantage of raw 
material resources, particularly wood products, naval stores, 
sugar and tobacco. Raw materials imported from our Latin- 
American neighbors will undoubtedly stimulate new manu- 
facturing enterprizes here— logically and conveniently located 
between the two Americas. 
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It had long been known that Florida could supply materials 
for the manufacture of glassware, china, insulating materials,

fertilizers, cotton goods, tile, filters, paper, roofing, portland 
and limerock cement, furniture, buttons, leather goods, awn- 
ings, tents and many other products. 

However, Florida's industry, like its agriculture, is barely 
beyond the pioneer stage. Wartime industrial demands have 
turned the eyes of many established industrial concerns and 
investor groups toward Florida because the vast raw material 
resources, its 8,000 miles of paved roads, 7,500 miles of railroad 
trackage and numerous good ports hold not only great promise 
for profitable domestic operations but also for the development 
of South American trade. 

In consequence, Florida's present annual output of $300,000,- 
000 worth of manufactured goods will multiply many times 
over when peace comes . . . creating employment for thousands 
of new families as known industrial opportunities are exploited 
and as war-born discoveries are adapted to peace-time uses.
